The Mining Industry. 


While we do not deery the mining 
industry and fully appreciate the 
value that it has been in years past 
to the State, and is to-day, we are 
tired of hearing it asserted that it 
is the paramount industry. We 
contend that the farming, railroad 
aud live stock interests are of par- 
amount importance, and we think 
that the Controller's report will 
bear testimony to that fact. The 
Controller's report shows that in 
1888 the tetal value of real estate 
was $17,013,582.15, and personal 
property was $9,724,796.38—a total 
of $26,738,378 53—and the net pro- 
ceeds of the mines was only 
$2,109,292.88. During the year 
1888 the ‘total State revenue de- 
rived from real and personal prop- 
erty was $233,014.68, of which the 
mines paid but $13,938.82. 

The same report shows the gross 
yield to have been for the year 
ending September 30, 1888, $9,589,- 
878.28, on which the mines paid a 
tax on $2,109,292.83, or a total tax 
for State and county purposes of 
only $67,281.84. So it will be seen 
that all the mines in the State only 
pay atrifie over a 1-4 of one per 
cent. of the tax, and there can be 


no doubt but the method in vogue 


on the Comstock of mixing low 
grade ore with that of the higher 
grade, thereby making a “ milling 
proposition” of it, that the State is 
defranded out of a great deal of 
money, but even were the State 
to get her just dues, then we cen- 
tend that the other interests have 
grown to such magnitude that the 
mining interest should no lenger 
govern the balance of the State to 
the extent that it does. Were the 
farmers.and stockmen to assert 
their rights, the mining counties 
would no longer control elections 
and bulldose the taxpayers at large. 
No $100,000 apprepriation would 
be made to further enrich those 
who have made their money by 
gulling the legitimate shareholders 
under the disguise of helping the 
“mining industry” out as an ille- 
gitimate “milling proposition,” 
and paying $7 per ton fer milling 
ore that can be worked at a profit 
tor half that sum. For it is well 
known that the mill managers rob 
the mining shareholders by a scrt 
of “you tickle me and I will tickle 
you” proposition, or, in other 
words, the Union Mill and Mining 
Company will enter into a contract. 
with the mine owners, a majerity 
of the Trustees which are a part 
of the Union Mill and Mining 
Company, to work their ore at a 
stipulated sum. 

The mill managers have three 
propositions in view at all times. 
First, to defraud the Sutre Tunnel 
Company out of their royalty ; sec- 
ond, to escape their just proportion 
of taxation; and third, to gall the 
poor miner, servant girl, washer- 
woman, and, in fact, everybody 
elee who buys a share of steck. 
The miner working in a mine buys 
the stock because he honestly be- 
lieves it to be worth the money it 
cost him. He knows when they 

o a find that it is valuable, and 
he invests his hard-earned coin in 
the purchase of stock. But here 
comes in the “milling proposi- 
tion” against him, and the revenue 
he to derive from his 
ere is filtered through this
